A- - correspondent writes in the 
“New Statesman”: 

Before discussing the month's 
records I ‘want to speak of the new. 
“Burmese Colour Needles” _ which 
have recently been” put on the mar- 
ket. These needles are made by 
a patent process ° from chemically 
purified keratin; they do not. wear 
out the records as steal needles do, 
since ‘they are slightly softer. than 
the substance of the records; they 
give a far better tone, free from 
any.tinniness and scratch, and ‘the 
tone is free from the muffled quality 
which one gets from fibre needles. 
It is claimed for then that each 
needle will. play fifty records, and 
they cost two. shillings per packet 
of six. ' They are most satisfactory 
with the. voice, solo instruments 
and slight orchestral and chamber 
music, and the tone.ls pretty well 
perfect, each instrument having its 
tiatural colour. There is only one 
defect that I can find and that is 
i I have not been 
able to get anything like fifty re- 
cords’ wear per needle; in fact, the 
figure is nearer ten. This makes 
them very expensive compared’ with 
‘steel needles, But nobody who has 
used a “Burmese Colour” needle 
will ever use a steel needle again. 
If the price can be reduced - they 
ought. to siveep . needles off the 
market—which. would be a bleaging 
to everyone with sensitive ears,

CHEMICAL INDUSTRY 


INSTITUTION AND ITS 
WORK : 


The attention which was given to 
the. design, construction, operation, 
and efficiency of chemical plant dur- 
ing. the European War was refiect- 
ed in the formation, on October 20, 
1918, of the Chemical Engineering 
Group of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry, which group has continued its 
activities ever since. 

Shortly after the ‘conclusion of 
hostilities, however, the opinion gain- 
ed-strength: that a separate institu- 
tion, which might act as a. qualify- 
ing body for 
should be formed.- A number of. con- 
ferences were called, and eventually, 
in March 1922, an advisory commit- 
tee was constituted to consider the 
matter. A memorandum, articles’ of 
association, and by-laws of the pro- 
posed Institution . of Chemical En-~ 
gineers were drafted and finally ap- 
proved, and upon the completion of 
various preliminary matters, the in- 
augural meeting was held at the 
Hotel Cecil, London, on May 2, 1922. 

The Institution was formally ineor- 
porated on December 21, 1922, and 
the first annual: corporate meeting 
took place on June 8, 1923, at the 
Engineers’ Club, Coventry-street, 
London. -The importance of the In- 
stitution has increased _ steadily. 
year by year, and numerous interest- 
ing contributions to the proceedings 
have been made. : 

A highly successful meeting was 
heid in the United States and Cana- 
da last year.’ The President of the 
Institution, Sir Alexander | Gibb, 
speaking at the seventh annual din- 
ner, held on March 20 last at the 
Grosvenor House, Park-lane, London, 
W.1, stated that the. Institution was 
prospering. The membership was in- 
creasing steadily, though not too 
rapidly. . The Council was determined 
that a high: standard should be main- 
tained, and the membership examina- 
tions were very severe. 

In proposing the toast of "The In- 
stitution,” Lord Chelmsford, Chair- 
man of the Committee of University 
College, Gower-street, London, said 
that students in the chemical-en- 
gineering department of the College 
were being offered positions in in- 
dustry even before they had complet- 
ed their course. There was undoubt- 
edly a great and growing demand 
for chemical engineers in all indus- 
tries. , A 

In_ responding to ‘the toast of 
“Kindred Institutions,” Professor 
J. F. ‘Thorpe, President of the 
Chemical Society, stated that the 
chemical engineer had rendered pos- 
sible the utilisation, on an industrial 
seale, of organic reactions, and had 
thereby encouraged the further ad- 
vancement of pure science. 

The dinner, at which Dr.- H. 
Lavinstein,, Sir Frederie L, Nathan, 
Sir William, J. Larke, and Mr. J. A. 
Reavell also spoke, was a very suc- 
cessful and enjoyable function, and 
was attended by some 200 membera 
and guests,—“Engineering.”

RATHER EASIER. TENDENCY 
IN- LONDO! 


Messrs. Rudolf Wolff & Co. ‘in 
report dated London, May 17, 


Whilat some irregulatity has pre- 
vailed,. markets have « the whole 
displayed a rather easier tendency, 
and with the exception of Cash Cop- 
Per, prices are all lower as -compar- 


‘ed with last Friday's official close. 


Tin has been quiet ard easier, the 
price showing a- decline. of £5 -for 
cash and £3.12.6 for three. months as 
compared’ with our last report A 
fair amount of support has been 
afforded by the: buil party, bat in- 
sufficiert to do more than barely 
maintain prices, for the buying was 
always met by very active selling of 
a general character. Sales in the 
East, have amounted to - 1,400 tons 
during the week; shipments thence 
up to the’1dth inst. were. 3,890 tons, 
and for“the month are still estimat- 
ed at 9,000 tons, Straits’ tin has 
changed hands at £1.10.0 premium 
over Standard, the. premium on 
Banka remaining nominally at about 
#4. The position has undergone no 
material change, for supply and de- 
mand preserve very much .the same 
ratio as’ hitherto, in consequence of 
which the tendency is for stocks to 
further incrense,. 2 condition which it 
would seem_{s reflected in the appar- 
ent surplus of cash and near. tin 
which latterly has been offering free- 
ly, and in consequence of which the 
econtango has increased from £1.12.6 
at the close of last week to 43.2.6. 
Meanwhile, the market presents no 
very definite tendency and, pending 
fresh developments whereby the 
course of consumption over the next 
month or so may more easily de- 
termined, fluctuations are ‘likely to 
be confined within comparatively nar- 
row limits. 

.. Active - 

Copper has been active and irre- 
gular, Easier conditions - prevailed 
during the carlier part of the week 
following some active selling and 
liquidation, in course of which prices 
decined, the three’ months’ price 
touching £71.5.0 on Wednesday and 
Cash changing hands at £71.12.6, On 
Thursday, reports were current that 
the Anaconda Company would effect 
a 10 per cent. reduction in output, 
which stimulated a more active de- 
mand, and the price sharply recover- 
ed, touching £76 for cash and- 
£73.10.0 for three months, To-day, 
after an irregular opening, the firm- 
hess was maintained, particularly for 
the cash position, and the market 
eventually closed £1.10.0 higher for 
cash and £1.26 lower for three 
months as compared with last Fri- 
day, so that a backwardation: of 
£2.10.0 has been once more estab- 
lished as against the small contango 
of 5/— at the close of last week. 
The market remains in 4 rather sen- 
sitive . condition, prices -fluctuating 
very readily under the inftuences* of 
the moment. Generally, it might be 
said that the undertose is fairly 
steady. There is still a wide span 
between the price of Standard and 
Electrolytic, which shovld occasion 
some improvement in the Standard 
price, for it seems unlikely that: any 
reduction —will be made in the price 
of Electrolytic. : 

\ Lead Easier 

Lead has been quiet and easier, the 
price showing a decline of about 
7/6d. as compared with our last re- 
Port. With less enquity for May, 
and this position at the same time 
being more freely offered, the ten- 
dency has been for the backwarda- 
tion to contract, in fact at one mo- 
ment during the week it had disap- 
peared altogether. The casiness may 
be. ascribed to continued dullness in 
demand on the . part of consumers 
and to rather less favourable reports 
from the Continent, as 4 result of 
which the market has teen subject- 
ed to some selling and liquidation by 
tired holders and in face of which 
buyers have displayed more reserve. 
The market has, however, recovered 
a little from the lowest points touch- 
ed, prices responding to later indica 
tions :of a renewal of demand on the 
part of consumers. The price is rea- 
sonably low and with returning co 
fidence, values should materially im- 
prove, H 

Spelter has been easit, the price 
showing a decline of 5/~ for August, 
while .May remains unchanged «as 
compared with our Iast report.

A Rich in Vitamins 

Though unproductive of energy, 
vitamins are indispensable for the 
growth and health of all animal 
A shorlage of Vitamins A and 
leads to lowered resistance to in- 
fections, decayed teeth, and rickets. 

These vitamins: are present in 
cod-liver oil, the richest ' known 


‘source, the liver of other fish, birds 
‘and mammals, fish 


roe, egg yolk, 
butter, and to a lesser degree in 
milk, cheese, the fats of fish and 
mammals, and in heart and kidney. 
Vitamin A alone is present in 
green vegetables, . carrots and 
tomatoes, while Vitamin D can be 
artificially prepared. by exposing 
a substance, ergosterol, to the ultra- 
violet rays. 
_ Vitamin A is also the growth- 
prometin; factor, and it is thére- 
fore of special importance to the 
diet of children. Its primary source, 
hoth in the liver oil of fish and in 


milk and butter, originates from: 


green vegetzble matter. 

In; Fhe laltter \case it has been 
found that cattle in summer, when 
fed: upon green grass, produce 
milk which. has a much higher 
vitamin content than the milk of the 
same cows during winter, when the 
cattle are stall-fed. 

In the case of the fish it is due 
to the consumption. of green algae, 
microscopic floating plants, which 
form the diet of. tiny marine 
creatures. These are eaten by 
small fish, which in their . turn 
form the food of larger Bish such as 
cod. 

‘mportance of Vitamin B 

Vitamin B or Bl is the preven- 
tive agent of a disease known as 
beri-beri, which is characterised by 
severe nervous and +eart symptoms 
and by digestive troubles. 

Vitamin B is to- be found in 
wholemeal flour, whole barley, 
whole or half-peeled rice, oatmeal, 
rye, nuts, eggs, “liver, milk, peas, 
beans, lentils, and yeast. ‘It is 
absent -in refined foods, such as 
white grains as sago and tapioca. 

As in the case of Vitamin A, 
Vitamin B is required by growing 
‘children in larger quantities than 
by adults. 

These points ‘indicate that the 
refined foods of to-day, by reason 
of their deficiency in this respect, 
are of very. real danger to us unless 
the deficiency is made up by the 
adequate consumption of the natural 
; fresh foods. ga? 

Associated with Vitamin B in 
nearly all case is the pellagra- 
‘preventing vitamin P-P, or B2, as 
it is called by the Medical Research 
Council, to indicate its close affinity 
with B or B1.- -Pellagra is a com- 
‘mon: disease in certain districts in 
‘Italy, in Rumania; and in the 
‘ southern -part of the United States,

An interesting visitor to ‘the, 
“Straits Times” Office was Profes-| 
sor Vernon Nash, who is going to 
make a vdluable contribution to the | 
journalism of the New China, 
Professor ‘Nash is returning to 
Yenching University, Peking, after 
furlough ‘in the United States dur- | 
ing which he succeeded | in raising 
$50,000 (gold) from the American 
Press to start a school of journalism 
at his university. His. success’ 
owed much to the backing of Dean 
Walter Williams, of the school of | 
journalism in the University - of, 
Missouri, who is a former. president; 
of the World. Press Congress and 
times. 
As the scheme which” Professor | 
Nash advocated was an experi- 
mental one it was not thought ad- 
visable to ask for a permanent en- 
and -the amount sub- { 
tain the school for five years. By 
the end of that time it is hoped that 
the school will have achieved results| 


it on a permanent basis. : 

For including journalism among 
the . subjects taught, Yenching 
University has distinguished pre- 
cedents, this step having been taken 
by London University and a large 
number of American institutions. ! 
It is an innovation of great im-, 
portance to China, which is enter~' 
ing upon a critical phase of its © 
history and at present has a news: ; 
paper Press bearing no comparison 
with the vernacular newspapers of 
Japan or India. . 

+ The Chinese Press i 
. Professor ‘Nash had some inter- 
esting comments to make on Chi- 
nese journalism as it is at present. 
“I+ suffers peculiarly from the lack 
of civil government,” he. said. “A 
‘Chinese editor is subject to the 
whims of any militarist in a way 
that members of no other profession 
are. Therefore there is a very 
natural lack of courage in speaking 
out on public affairs, .The news- 
papers, . with a few brilliant ex- 
ceptions, are the propaganda sheets 
of some party or individual, or they 
dre run by.some public men for. 
egoistic reasons, 

“That is the unfavourable side. 
The other sidé’ is that in spite of 


‘| these factors the Chinese people in 


increasing nuumbers are buying 
newspapers, newspapers are grow- 
ing both in number and circulation, 
and there.-seems every reason to 
suppose that China is going to do 
what Japan’ -has_done, and base a 
great journalism on rapidly in- 
creasing literacy among her people. 
Already China's journalism is great 
enough, physically speaking, and its 
development depends on the kind of 
personnel it receives in the future.” 
One important factor, Professor 
Nash’ poined ont, ‘waa.that, China 
has such enormous. urban centres. 
Even if roads, railways and aero- 
planes were not available to dis- 
tribute newspapers, there were 
thirty-three. cities of a - million 
population and. over in China, so 
that circulation was not one of the 
newspaper problems. : | 
Five Thousand Characters 
That there are, serious. technical 
difficulties, Professor -Nash - ad- 
mitted. “High speed production of 
néwspapers seems inherently im- 
possibe in China,” ~ he said, “al- 
though ‘no one can say what inven- 
tors may do. for.us in the future. 
A good many Chinese think that 
the solution. lies in a photo 
printing - process. However, one 
can easily exaggerate the composing 
diffculties in a Chinese newspaper 
office.

The inprovements at Valparaiso 
which sro due to be completed this 
year will make it one of the best 
equipped ports in the. western hemi- 
sphere fully capable of. dealing with 
the everiiereading volume Of over- 
sea trafic: The works comprise break- 
waters, rioles, quays, and a Jong sea 
wall, as well as warehouses, sheds, and 
up-to-date equipment for loading and 
unloading ships.- The task now . being 
brought to a-close is the extension of 
the breakwater by about 70 ‘metres, 
the whole being built in about 200ft.

The construction of the new 
northern trans-Andine railway from 
the ‘Argmntine town of Salta to Anto- 
fagasta is about to be started, ‘an 
this will open up ‘a wide and rich area 
in the north of Argentina to.com- 
municatln with the Pacific at this 
port. 

The scheme of improvement at 
Tquique is due for completion jin 1982 
jndudes the. construction 
breakwaters, moles, quays and ware- 
houses ond the installation of up-to- 
date apparatus for the expeditious 
loading sf nitrate cargoes. 

Port works at Constitution have 
heen relarded by unexpected difficulties. 
This centre suffered severely from the 
recent carthquake in Central Chile.

River Port of Valdivia

have been discharged and conveyed to 
Valdivia in small steamers, but the 
scheme now being put into operation 
will table ocean-going vessels to 
ascend the river.

SWEDISH DISPUTE 


BAN. ON FOREIGN 
MATES 


In connection with the dispute be- 
tween the Swedish shipping compamies 
and the organisation of the mates, the 
Swedith. Lloyd Steamship Company 
recently applied to the Board of Com- 
mere for dispensation from the de- 
crec of March 29, 1912, and for per- 
mission to engage foreign deck officers 
or ti allow the ships to depart with, 
one in place of two mates. The com- 
pany desired to obtain this concession 
should it be impossible under. existing. 
conditions to secure the services.of the 
requisite number of deck officers. The 
Board of Commerce, however, contends 
that the prevailing situation does not 
afford sufficient reason for granting 
exemption from the regulations, and 
consequently disapproves of the appli- 
cation A “ 

It appears from. a report published 
in “Goteborgs-Handels och Siofartstid- 
ning,” that some ships ‘have already-de- 
paried frorn Sweden with «a lesser 
number of mates-on board than is 
usual, and these cases have been repo! 
ed lo the Shipping Board of Inspec- 
tion, The Board of Inspection has not 
the right to prevent the departure: of 
a ship if it is not ‘manned so that 
danger may be expected to arise for 
tho on board. On the other hand, 35 
it ea-be-considered that the state of 
the manning stands in opposition to 
the regulations contained, in the offi- 
cer: ordinance, it is stated that: in 
orde to get a uniform examination of 
the question, the Board. of Inspection’ 
has referred the matter to the Board 
of Commerce for forwarding to the 
diretor of maritime prosecutions to de- 
cide whether an action shall be. insti- 
tuted or not.

This announcement, on the sur- 

face of it, doey not convey much 


to the average man, but to those’ 


who have followed the trend of 
a development of the best possible 
events it would be readily seen that 
understanding between the British 
Empire and the United Stites is 
most desirable. 

The Bone of Contention 

Ty all Britows war with America 
is unthinkable, but our present re- 
Jations with her are not all 
that they should be. Mr. Rimsay 
MacDonald is, therefore, to be 
congratulated on his foresight—a 
foresight which, we hope, will bind 
us closer to America. 

Many fanciful theories on this 
topic have been often expounded 
by scribes . whose pens are abler 
than mine,. ‘To my mind: the only 
bone of contention is naval. “It is 
a very old onc; first, more as an

“Weather aid Unemployment” 

There is, however, another hope 
which we would like to see fulfill- 
ed, we want & speedy solutlon to 
the problem concerning unemploy-’ 
ment in Britain. 
~ When Disraeli after two hardest 
winters and wettest summers lost 
the election in 1880, he emsoled 
himself with the reflection that at 
any rate he could not help the 
weather. “Unemployment yas not 
politics but weather.” It becomes 
a political issue only in so far_as 
it can be shown to be due to the 
action or inattion of the Govern- 
ment. (The same problem: con- 
fronts us now in our water trou- 
bles). 

Opinion is, of course, divided 
as to what the Labour Government 
will or will not do to bring im- 
mediate relief to the vast ‘army of 
unemployed,. However, thre ap-

FOREIGN CARS 


BIG INCREASE REPORTED IN 
GERMANY 

The success which the foreign 
motorcar industry is achieving 
on the Germany market is dis- 
closed by the “Borsen Courier.” 

One-third of all motor-cars sold 
in Berlin during the past 
year were of foreign origin, or 
‘assembled by foreign firms there 
from invported parts, whereas in 
the previous year the proportion 
sales was less than

PETER PAN ROLLS 


CHASSIS BUILT IN 
1909- 

On a former building site 
London, is an“ old pre-war Rolls-

With more money available for 
this purpose, two reforms which 
are badly needed will gradually 
become’ possible. 

(1) Larger sums will be given 
for the placed horses in a race, 
and 

(2) the heavy entrance fees and 
forfeits at ‘present charged. to 
owners will gradually be reduced. 

In this country the amounts 
given for the second. and third 
horses in a race are usually so 
small ag scarcely to be worth win- 
ning, with the wholly undesirable 
result that there is much too much 
easing up of horses towards the 
finish of a race. , 

How many races are there in 
this country which compare with 
the Viceroy’s Cup at Calcutta in 
this respect, where the winner re-

- Yet there is not a race run for 
at Culeutta ‘in which stakes in 
this same ratio are not awarded 
to the owners of the second’and 
third. That is to_say, sums equal 
to 50 per cent. of the stake offer- 
ed to the winners are invariably 
provided for distribution between 
the owners of the .second and 
third horses. 

Figures That Talk 

Then compare the cost of rac- 
ing to the owner in Caleutta and 
in this country respectively. 
Here the owners race for stakes 
which are largely” subscribed by 
themselves. Take any race in 
Great Britain and see how much 
of the stake has been provided by 
_those who have entered horses to 
run for it. 

The Kempton Park Great 
“Jubilee” Handicap, for instance, 
a plate value £3,000, as run a 
-year ago. Of the total prize’ 
£1,258, or 41 per cent., was sub- 
scribed by the owners who enter- 
ed their horses for the race. 

In the case of another well- 
known race, the Yorkshire Oaks, 
with” an advertised value of 
£1,000, the owners last year con: 
tributed £892, or 89 per cent. of 
the prize! ear 


Take a small race such as the | 


Abingdon Plate £200, run for at 
Newmarket. Last’ year the own- 
ers who entered horses for this 
race contributed £123, or 61 per 
cent. of the stake. 
Owners’ Small Costs 
‘And so one could go on ad in- 
finitum. No wonder that the 
small owner finds-the breeding 
and running of race-horses a 
rather expensive amusement. 
Now compare with this the posi- 
tion of the owner in Calcutta. 
We have it on the authority’ of 
the secretary of the Royal 
Caleutta Turf (Club — and I 
ean confirm what -he says 
from personal experience—that 
«since the Totalisator has come in 
stakes have gone up and. entrance 
fees and forfeits have gone down, 
until now it costs an owner no 
more than 1 per-cent, of thé win- 
ning stake to run his horse in any 
race. a Te 
At some of .the smailer meet- 
ings away from: Calcutta this 
~ standard has not ‘yet been reach- 
ed; but even at such meetings it 
never now: costs an-owner. more 
than four per cent. of the winnin 
stake to run a horse. me 
All Depends on Tote 
It is far more important at the 
. present time to aim ‘at reducing 
the. cost’ of racing tothe owner 
than ever it was in the past. _ 
| In days gone ‘by, when “racing 
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was more of a pastime: and less, 
of a business than it is to-day, 
racehorses’ were owned. mainly by . 
men‘ who could afford to treat: 
their racing as. a hobby. i 
There are now upon. the Turf | 
many small owners to whom the 
business - side of racing must 
necéssarily be an important con- 
sideration. To such men, even 
more than to the large owner,: a 
reduction in the scale of ‘entrance 
fees and forfeits will be a. very 
real blessing. ‘ 
But these reforms can come 
only. if the public give the Totali- 
sator a fair trial. The success or™ 
failure of the experiment is. in 
their own hands. Is the experi- 
ment one which is worthy of their 
support? J hope that I have been 
able, even, in this short article, to 
give them reasons which will con- 
vince them that it is.

GRAMOPHONE NOTES 


“BURMESE COLOUR _ 
NEEDLES” 


A correspondent writes. 
“New Statesman” : : 

Before discussing the month's 
records I want to speak of the new 
“Burmese Colour Needles” which 
have recently been put onthe mar- 
ket.. These needles are made by 
a patent procesa: from -chemically 
purified: keratin; they do not wear 
out’ the ‘records as steel needles do, 
since they are slightly softer than 
the substance of the records; they 
give a far better ‘tone, free from 
any tinniness and scratch, and ‘the 
tone is free from the muffled quality 
which one gets from’ fibre needles. 
It ig claimed for them that each 
needle will play fifty records, and- 
théy cost two shillings per packet 
of.six. They sare most satisfactory 
with the -voict, solo instruments 
and slight orchestral and chamber 
music, and the tone is pretty well 


perfect, each instrument having its 
natural colour, There is only one 
defect thet I can _find and that is
